RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

In a restriction requirement dated October 21, 2005, the Examiner required 
restriction under 35 U.S.C. § 121 between Group I, claims 18-36 and 51-59; Group II, 
claims 37-38; Group III, claim 39; Group IV, claim 40; Group V, claims 45-45; Group VI, 
claim 46; Group VII, claim 47; Group VIII, claim 60; Group IX, claim 61 ; Group X, claim 
62; Group XI, claim 63; and Group XII, claim 63. 

Applicants provisionally elect to prosecute Group I, claims 18-36 and 51-59 
drawn to an immunoglobulin or fragment thereof comprising a VH polypeptide, and 
composition thereof, classified in Class 530, subclass 387.1 and Class 424, subclass 



1 30.1 , respectively. Applicants further elect the species of claim 21 for continued 
prosecution. 

Applicants object to the Examiner's requirement for election of a specific 
detectable label because the label is not an essential feature of the claims. Accordingly, 
Applicants respectfully request that the Examiner reconsider and withdraw this species 
election requirement. To fully comply with the restriction requirement, however, 
Applicants elect, with traverse, radioisotopes as the species of detectable label for 
continued prosecution. 

Claims readable on the elected group and species include claims 18-19 
(generic), 21, 25-27, 31-32, 33 (generic), 35 (generic), 51-59 (generic).
